liquors in any province, adopting or 
bringing into force such an act by the 
duly qualified electors, the voting to 
take place at the general federal elec- 
tions.

Manila, April 20.— (0:30 p. nil- 
Spain's evaluation of the Philippine 
islands will ba practically completed by 
the withdrawal of the Spanish garrison 
from Znmboungn, island of Mindanao, 
and from the Sulu islands, and if the 
United States assumes control of Min- 
danao and the Sulu islands on the Span- 
iards withdrawing, the military authori- 
ties here must, in order to garrison these 
islands, diminish the forces of American 
troops, which are already too small. 

There was almost mutiny among the 
Spanish troops in the islands because 
they were ordered to proceed to the 
Mariana or Ladrone islands nnd the 
Caroline islands, some of them refusing 
to do so, claiming that their enlistments 
bud expired. The latter were exempted 
md were allowed to return to Spain on 
>oard the transport A.lava. 

The native troops in the Spanish gar- 
rison are in a sad plight. They must 
iccompnny the Spaniards or risk the 
vengeance of their compatriots. The 
Spaniards propose to disband them, but 
they refuse to give up their arms. 

The natives of Zambounga, embolden-- 
id by the suspicious capture of the 
irmatnents on -board the Spanish gun- 
boats which wore purchased there by 
Francisco Reyos, of this place, as 
cabled on April 13, are (ikely to prove 
troublesome when tt>< : Spanish garrison 
are withdrawn, Hutu the' coast towns'. II 
is bolieyjt) that the smouldering tribal 
wars, will then be resumed, anarchy will 
prevail and the inhabitants of nearly 
every village will tight with their neigh- 
bors. 

V tripartite exchange of prisoners will 
be arranged if it is possible to negotiate 
with the Filipinos as if they were a 
civilized nation. If the Filipinos con- 
sent to release the Spanish prisoners, the 
Americans might release the Tagalos 
they hold as prisoners, in return for 
which Spain would free her prisoners. 
The provisions of the Paris treaty would 
thus be carried out. 

The Spanish commission, however, 
hesitates to enter the Filipino lines, 
fearing treachery, although Aguinaldo 
has guaranteed the safety of the com- 
missioners. The release of the Filipinos 
held by the Americans might be dis- 
tinctly advantageous, as they all claim 
io have been converted to the American 
cause by the good treatment they have 
received, and announce themselves to 
be anxious to influence their friends in 
favor of the policy of the United States- 
A scouting party of the Minnesota' 
regiment near Guinuinto, between Mnlo- 
los and Bigan, met n superior force of 
biiipmos t liia morning, The Americans 
repulsed the enemy's attack until, just 
as their ammunition failed, the Mijme- 
sotas were reinforced by two companies 
of American troops, and the rebels were 
scattered. One soldier of the Minne- 
sota regiment was wounded. A body of 
about 100 rebels tried to break through 
the lines of Price's battalion of the 
I'ourth regiment at Fasig last night, 
Hit they were repulsed without 
mss on the American side.

The word luna- 
tic is perhaps the kindest term the gold- 
bug can use in reference to use for he 
thus rdieves us of all mental responsi- 
bility. 

"McKinley sent a commission, he 
•continued, "to Europe, asking help to 
gel rid of the gold standard. A Repub- 
lican congress stood behind him. It 
would not vote $GOO,000 to get rid of 
the gold standard. England's working- 
men petitioned the government for bi- 
metallism. England did not join us be- 
cause English bankers, meeting in secret 
session, influenced the government. Eng- 
land controls Europe and Europe through 
the European party controls the United 
States. 

"You heard me called hard names in 
"Do" but you have not a name hard enough 
to keep me from protesting against a 
handful of English bankers controlling 
seventy million people in this country. 
In 'DC we opposed the trusts so much 
that they all opposed us. We opposed all 
trusts, especially monopoly. The Repub- 
licans are trying to organize a paper 
money trust to turn over the money mar- 
ket to the national banks.

PEERS AND PRESSMEN. 

Subject of Lord Aberdeen's Considera- 
tion Before Colonial Institute. 

London. April 20— The Ear lof Aber- 
deen last night presided at. a dinner of 
the Royal Colon'al Institute. During his 
address he appealed to the great English 
journals to follow the example of the 
Times and appoint reliable correspon- 
dents in Canada in order to free Cann- 
published here from the Now 
Vork taint. He also during his address, 
expressed the view that life membership 
in the House of Lords might be given 
to distinguished colonial leaders. 

The proposal of Lord Aberdeen for 
the appointment of colonial life peers 
provoked much discussion. Lord Kim- 
herley ox-colonial secretary, in a sub- 
sequent speech, expressed the opinion 
that such federation proposals were pre- 
mattl re. 



Advices from Honolulu are to the 
effect that the government will announce 
| to the planters that its reason for de- 
i dining to issue any more permits for 
I contract Japanese laborers is that, there 
is a strong party forming in the United 
I Stales to reduce the islands to the con- 
i ditions of a colony, and that one of the 
i most, potent arguments used is the large 
j numbers of contract Japanese laborers 
I which are coming here. As the entire 
1 sentiment of the islands is against being 
a colony and in favor of a territorial 
form of government looking ultimately 
I to statehood, this action is taken that 
this seemingly principal obstacle in the 
way of the friends of the islands may 
lie removed. 

The action of the government meets 
with very general approval among all 
classes whose interests are not princi- 
pally in sugar. And even among the 
planters there is not likely to be strenu- 
ous opposition. In fact there is a very 
large and growing element among the 
planters which does not look on con- 
tract labor as a necessity, nor in many 
ways desirable. Nearly all tbe long es- 
tablished plantations have been canvass- 
j ing plans to get along without, it and to 
secure some other than Asiatic labor for 
! the canelields. Some of the plantations, 
I notably Ewa, have already made a start 
in securing laborers of other nationali- 
ties, and has introduced a system of 
cultivation on shares with the cultiva- 
I tors. Several of the newly organized 
j plantations in whole or in part are or- 
Iganized on the plan of providing mill 
and marketing facilities for the home- 
steaders and sum] Icultivators of a par- 
ticular district, and advancing them 
money where needed to carry them 
through the period of cane growing and 
getting returns from market. 

It is estimated that with the new 
plantations starting and the enlargement 
of new ones, 25,000 additional laborers 
will be required within the next two 
years. Many of these will be required to 
take the places of laborers whose term of 
service will expire and who will return to 
their native lands. 

With the abolition of contract labor, 
new laborers, whether Japanese or of 
other nationalities, will have to come in 
under the regular immigration laws.

Indeed the 
natives had been most friendly. 
\ Poor Frost is then said to have shot 
himself to end his sufferings, and after 
that shocking event Mr. Stoltz's troubles 
I thickened. He was seized by the na- 
: fives; his cutter was destroyed by lire; 
and what became of his black crew is 
not stated. But that he was treated 
severely is pretty evident from the 
Moresby's account. " 

His captors instead of making a meal 
of him, as their Solomon Island or New 
Britain neighbors would have done, 
treated him as a white slave, and took 
all kinds of care to ensure his captivity 
when a labor or other vessel chanced 
that way by binding him to a tree.

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try. Atlin, he describes us a. poor man's 
paradise and he predicts that it will be 
one of the largest speculative mining 
camps ot our time, "resembling j u many 
respectH the best days of Johannesburg-" 
He bases this view upon the nearness 
of the gold fields to the ocean, the exist- 
ence of quartz deposits of undoubted 
richness, the movement certain to take 
place in real estate and the extent of the 
gold-bearing area. The sentences fol- 
lowing are worth quoting entire: "Large 
individual fortunes will not be made on 
the alluvial propositions, but they will 
be made in the opening of the quartz 
deposits. This real mass of golden 
wealth in these northern region:-; remains 
yet untouched, waiting for machinery to 
take it out." He describes the camp as 
ideal, by reason of the ease witli which 
it can be reached, its excellent climate 
and abundant timber. He thinks no 
enterprising miner who can command 
$500 need hesitate about leaving Austra- 
lia for Atlin. The publication of this 
article in a paper of tile standing of the 
Quecnslander can hardly fail to load 
many Australian miners to seek their 
fortunes in northern British Columbia. 



THE YUKON CHARGES. 

A correspondent sends us a letter relat 
ing to the maladministration of the 
Yukon, which we do not think it advis 
able to print in full; but the cream of it 
is the following extract from a letter 
diilcd Charters-Towers, Queensland, 
March 2, 1S90: "The local papers often 
publish letters from Towers men 
Klondike to their friends here, and 
every one they complain sadly about the 
way the government officials deal out the 
mining acts to them at Klondike and 
bleed them in the way of tips on every 
hand for any information they require." 
This extract was not written for publi- 
cation. It is a statement made I 
man to his friend, and will be accepted 
by every one as accurate, for there can 
lie no possible reason for deceit. It 
completely disposes or the pretence that 
the Yukon charges were the invention of 
" discontented Yankees," or the exga 
gelations of political opponents of the 
administration. These Australians are 
our fellow-subjects, and they can have 
no imaginable object in misrepresenting 
the facts. As our correspondent say 
it is altogether reasonable to suppose 
that if such accounts were sent out to 
Australia, they were also sent to every 
other quarter of the globe. 

Do the apologists for the government 
not realize what we mean when we say 
that the question is not whether or not 
Mr. Sifton or some other minister was 
mixed up in a transaction that will not 
bear the light of day. Let it be con- 
ceded that one or more ministers was 
feathering his nest at the expense of 
the public. This lias not been alleged, 
but for the sake of argument we will 
suppose it to be true. Such a state of 
things would be bad enough, but it 
could be counteracted by the exposure 
of the guilty party and his expulsion 
from public life. The good name of 
the country would not be seriously tar- 
nished thereby, provided punishment 
followed closely upon the heels of the 
offence. But this was not. the com- 
plaint, which was that practically every 
miner was subjected to a species of 
official blackmail, and that favoritism 
ran rampant. This gives the country 
a very bud name, ('specially beeau 
When the attention of the responsible 
minister was called to it, he declined to 
take action until all the harm had been 
(lone, and when every one knew his 
action would lead to no result. The 
Colonist has all along declined to accept 
the personal implication of ministers in 
wrongful acts as the issue, and we 
think what has been said above will 
show the wisdom of that course. We 
do not know that a ny .minister has been 
guilty of wrong; but we do know that 
the most profound dissatisfaction pre- 
vailed with the administration of the 
law, and no attention was paid to bitter 
complaints from trustworthy sources. 
If from his failure to act many persons 
infer that, the responsible minister was 
profiting by the wrong, he has only him- 
self to blame. 



M It. CHARLTON'S MOTION. 

Usually Mr. Charlton, M.P., manages 
to concentrate public attention upon him- 
self by a bill aimed at compelling the 
newspaper men of Victoria, Vancouver 
and Kossland to work on Sunday. This 
is not the avowed object of the bill, but 
it is what it amounts to. This session he 
is to the fore with a resolution which 
will strike a responsive chord in the 
hearts of the public. It reads as fol- 
lows: 

1. That the prevailing practice of de- 
livering in the Canadian House of Com- 
mons, speeches of great length, embrac- 
ing voluminous and often irrelevant ex- 
tracts, has introduced a discursive and 
diffuse, rather than a concise and in- 
cisive style of public speaking; is de- 
structive of pertinent debate upon public 
questions, is a waste of valuable time, 
unreasonably lengthens the sessions of 
parliament; is in marked contrast to the 
practice that prevails with regard to de- 
bate in the British House of Commons, 
and tends to repel the public from a 
direful and intelligent consideration of 
the proceedings of parliament. 

2. That it is expedient fnat rules be 
iidopted limiting the length of speeches, 
and regulating the general conduct of 
debate in that regard. 

Mr. Charlton may very properly say in 
support of bis resolution that no one 
reads long speeches. Hansard of this 
session up to the close of Sir Hibbert 
Tupper's speech, which is as far as has 
come to hand in Victoria, makes a 
book of '100 pages. The debate on the 
address in all will probably take S00 or 
1.000 pages. This is utterly preposter- 
ous. The worst of it is that it is almost 
all about one subject. The Colonist 
does not favor anything like a cloture, 
except in cases of intentional obstruc- 
tion, but it submits that something 
will have to be done, if public interest 
in the proceedings of parliament is not 
to be destroyed altogether. 



THE SAMOA N QUESTION. 

Late Fiji exchanges give a near-by 
view of the Samoan question. The 
Fiji Times says that when news arrived 
at Suva of the conditions existing in 
the Samoan group, there was tin immedi- 
ate movement for the organization of an 
armed force to go to the protection of 
the white inhabitants. The Fijian paper 
thinks that Australia will not. be con- 
tent to permit such scenes to be repeated, 
for the 1 Australians will not. stand quietly 
by and see their relatives and friends de- 
prived of their property and put in peril 
of their lives. It thinks the proposed 
division of the group between Great 
Britain, the United States and Germany 
"simply is a child's disposition of af- 
fairs." The group contains something 
like a million acres, we are told, less than 
quarter the area of the Fiji group 
"To put it tersely, a sheep walk of re 
spectablo dimensions in Australia con 
tains more acres than those comprised in 
the area which it is, presumably, seri 
nisly proposed to proportion out betwcei 
three great powers. The proposition i 
very funny— too funny to be entertained 
seriously on this side of the world." 
The Times says that the natives want 
Great Britain to take the islands and 
so do all the foreign residents. Il 
makes the significant statement that 
hereafter Australia will rule the south- 
ern world and her views and wishes must 

I msidcrcd when it comes to deciding 

the ownership of territory in the ad- 
jacent ocean. 



The Victoria Liberals have sent a let- 
ter to Sir Wilfrid Laurier, which will 
make that gentleman smile when he- 
reads it. He Is told that he has given 
Canada "the advertising she needed and 
the place in the Empire 10 which she is 
entitled," which is a fine sample of un- 
conscious humor. The paragraph in re- 
gard to the Anglo-American commission 
is "a bird" and a sense of duty of suc- 
ceeding generations compels us to place 
it on record. Here it is: 

"Your success in having so soon, ar- 
ranged a commissibn for the equitable 
adjnstment ot international questions 
proves that the diplomatic ability of 
yourself and associates fur surpasses 
that of your predecessors, and although 
we live in this, the most western portion, 
of the Dominion, we have not failed to 
recognize your sterling worth as states- 
man, and therefore wish to tender you 
this expression of our appreciation, and 
our earnest wish for your continued rule, 
believing that your one aim is the de- 
velopment of Canada." 

The nomination of Mr. Peter White at 
Brockvillo w-as made the occasion of n 
violent canvass against him because he 
was u non-resident. Naturally his 
friends resented this, and cited many 
instances to show that it is not consid- 
ered a valid objection to a candidate. 
The canvass is a legitimate one, but 
what degree of weight ought to be at- 
tached to it depends upon the facts of 
each ease. It is easy to imagine case 
where it would he to the advantage of a 
constituency to choose an outsider in 
preference to an available resident. 



The report which the Times says 
was brought by the Aonuigi 
about the commander or the German 
warship Kalka having been arrested by 
the British and confined on board H. M. 
S. Porpoise is undoubtedly a canard. 
Such important information us this 
would lung before this have reached 
London by way of Australia. 

The status of the United States in 
Cuba is puzzling (lie Washington gov- 
ernment. According to all anti-bellum 
pledges, now that a treaty of peace has 
been signed with Spain every American 
soldier ought to come borne and the 
Cubans should be permitted to organize 
a government for themselves. 

Lord Aberdeen's suggestion that life 
peerages might he given to distinguish- 
ed colonial public men is kindly meant, 
but we submit that those colonial men 
who would adorn the House of Lords 
could not serve their country in public 
life at home. 



The Minister of Mines asks I'm- sam- 
ples of marble and building stone to send 
to the Paris exposition. Samples ought 
to reach Victoria by August 1st. This 
is u commendable move. 



GOOD WORDS FOR ATLIN. 

In the Queeshtnder for March 11th i„ 
an appreciative article on the Atlin gold 
fields, made up chiefly of statements 
from Mr. Havelock Smith, who is de- 
scribed as "lately one of the repre- 
sentatives of the Cussiur Central Rail- 
way of Cassiar, British Columbia," and 
has lately arrived at Brisbane after a 
visit to the northern part of this prov- 
ince. Mr. Smith is endorsed by the 
Quecnslander as one competent to ex- 
press an opinion upon gold fields, by 
reason of his experience in most of the 
important mining centres of the world. 
What ho says will therefore doubtless 
carry much weight with it in Queens- 
land. He says the possibilities are be- 
yond realization, and that the country 
will become one of the largest gold- 
producers. We understand this refer- 
ence to be to the whole northern coun- 



There is talk of a shortage in the 
wheat crop of the United States this 
year of between 75,000,000 and 100,000,- 
000 bushels, owing to the injury sus- 
tained to -winter wheat. Manifestly il is 
too soon to arrive at any definite data, 
luit there seems to lie good reason to 
suppose the crop will be considerably less 
than that of last year. A shortage of 
100.000,000 bushels would mean that 
the country would have no wheat for 
export, and coming on top of the failure 
of the Russian crops over a large area 
would lead to a year of high prices for 
wheat. The market does not as yet re- 
fleet such anticipations. 



The Temperance Alliance appears to 
be far from a unit as to what it. wants 
in the matter of prohibition. The des- 
patches indicate that poiltics is likely to 
get into the organization, which will 
greatly destroy its usefulness. It seems 
a pity that the Alliance cannot recog- 
nize that the result of the plebiscite was 
such us to show the impracticability of 
prohibition at the present time. 

General Otis now thinks that he can 
subdue the Philippines with 3f),000 men. 
This number is more reasonable than 
the demand made by General Lawton a 
few days ago for 100,000. The former 
force can be very readily placed in the 
field; the latter would tax the ability of 
the United States government.

One gen- 
tleman at the Victoria Board of Trade 
meeting pictured how the C. P. It. would 
use its transportation powers lo so put 
up freights on ore and coke that the 
mine owners would be compelled to sell 
out. to the company at its own price, and 
this this corporation would own all the 
mines in Kootenay. "When asked if a 
little thing like sixty miles of railway 
would he allowed to stand in the way of 
such a magnificent project, be hail no 
answer. What answer has the Times? 

Tile Nelson .Miner says that tile great 
majority of tin- working miners in 
Kootenay did not want the eight-hour 
law, mid realize that there is an owners' 
as well as a workmen's side to the mut- 
ter. It: is very severe upon agitators 
from the United States, whom it. blames 
for the agitation for a shorter day. It 
says: "It was these worthless fellows 
who easily persuaded a demagogue who 
represents Itosslund in the legislature to 
propose an eight-hour (lay, and a dema- 
gogue government permitted it. to go 
through." Further it says: " If those 
American il git ntors were whipped out 
of the country with a rope's end it would 
be a good thing. Such people are a 
curse to any community, and if our 
meddling government at. Victoria are 
anxious lo do something useful, they 
will employ such ingenuity us they pos- 
to devise- some means of getting rid 
of them." 

The News-Advertiser speaks of anti- 
. Japanese legislation being disallowed by 
order-ln-council. This is not quite cor- 
rect in a technical sense. The right of 
lisaliowanee is vested in the Govoruor- 
renenil, who acts in the premises by 
the advice of his ministers, hut the 
notice of disallowance is not technically 
un onler-in-council. Speaking of the 
exercise of the right of disallowance, 
mention may he made of the fact that 
for twenty years it lias been recognized 
that an act "in conflict with the settled 
policy of the Dominion " would be dis- 
allowed.

Eraser says, but it is provided for use 
in the event of epidemic arising, not to 
take up a portion of the genera] hospital 
work, erysipelas cases included, Other 
medical men Interviewed on the subject, 
while declining to speak of this particu- 
lar case, agreed with Dr. Fruser in his 
assertion that erysipelas cases would not 
go naturally to a public isolation hospi- 
tal or station, and that there should lie a 
special department, for them in connec- 
tion with the general hospital. "Ami 
there wn«, too," added one of these 
medical men, " when the Jubilee hospi- 
tal was originally planned. Subse- 
quently the directors converted it to 
other uses, and put. the rule lit force to 
refuse eases of brain affection neceasl-

MAY P.F ARCHBISHOP. 

Hoiv tlie Itepwrted Elevation of Bishop 
Christie is Viewed in Washington. 

A special to the Portland Oregonian 
rroni Washington says: "Archbishop 
Murtinolli has received no otUcinl infor- 
mation of the selection of an archbishop 
of Oregon. He has seen a report that 
private information is to the effect that 
Bishop Christie of Victoria, II. C,. has 
been selected. Christie's inline was 
among those sent to Pome, and the re- 
port of his elevation might well lie true. 
It is also possible that he, being n former 
Minnesota man, the influence of Arch- 
bishop Ireland, now in Home, might 
have bad something to do witli tlie selec- 
tion, if it lias been decided upon. 

"The pa tni I legate says the delay in tlie 
Oregon archbishopric vacancy has been 
due to the ill health of the Pope. The 
selection is made by the propaganda, but 
must lie approved by tlie Pope before be- 
ing definite. 

"Some archbishops of th church will be 
designated to confer the pallium upon 
the new archbishop. This ceremony will 
take place at Portland, the residence of 
tlie archbishop. It is possible that Arch- 
bishop Martinelli may be designated or 
may make the ceremony an occasion for 
visiting the Pacific Northwest. This will 
he determined by the season of the year, 
and his duties here. 

"Bishop Christie is spoken of ns a very 
strong man intellectually, and was popu- 
lar in his former stations, especially in 
Minnesota, where he was located for sev- 
eral years."

Proving Greatest Spend- 
thrifts on Record. 



Prohibitionists Cruelly Deceived 
Yet Their Minister Stands 
by Cabinet. 



The following is the continuation of 
the report of Col. Trior's recent audreHs 
in the House of Commons, the first 
part of which appeared yesterday: 
INCREASING TAXATION. 
Sir, we were told that we should have 
less taxes, and I believe it was the 
present minister of justice who said that 
if the people put the Liberals into power 
they could do with at least $0,000,001) 
less expenditure in the year. In view of 
this we certainly expected that lion, gen- 
tlemen opposite would keep at least some 
of their promises, and certainly Unit one 
with regard to economy. During the 
lirst session of this parliament when we 
spoke about economy, we were met by 
the cry from the treasury benches: "How 
can we economize in view of the legacy 
of debt wau have left us," and as hon. 
gentlemen on this side of the house 
thought that perhaps there might be 
some show of truth it that they were not 
insistent, but as year after year went 
on, they naturally thought that surely 
those old debts must have been paid oil. 
What do we liud now'.- Three years 
have gone by since these gentlemen 
took power and still the taxes are in- 
creasing, still they are putting their 
hands into the pockets ot the people 
deeper and deeper. The taxes m l»Ut> 
were not a few hundred thousand dol- 
lars more than when the Conservatives 
left power in 1SU0, hut they were !>2,- 
300,000 more. It is all very well for 
hou. gentlemen opposite to say that 
there has been more trade, but that is 
no argument, for the fact remains that 
this increased taxation has been taken 
out of the pockets of the people 'I hen 
vain gentlemen opposite when the Con- 
servatives were in power, told us it was 
a monstrous thing that Canada should 
have such a great public debt Wei I . 
in lSim the net debt was .^oS,-19 . ,000 
and uuder the control of these gen- 

tlemen it is .$200,050,000 or an increase 
of .'J3,45 , J,000. That is a pretty good 
showing for gentlemen who preached all 
over the country that they were going to 
economize. Of course, we do not expect 
the blush of shame to come to the cheek 
of gentlemen opposite, but we would 
think they would at least attempt to 
offer some excuse for this. One would 
imagine that the hon. members of the 
government and the Liberal members of 
parliament who preached all over the 
country that the debt would be decreased 
■dimiM now offer some excuse for their 
extravagance. Sir, the only caclo*. I 
have heard, either publicly or privately, 
is: Well, we are in power and you are 
out; what are you going to do about it.' 
That is about as far as they can get 
in the shape of an apology. It would 
seem from the utterances of the minister 
of public works (Mr. Tarte) that he hopes 
by large expenditures to hold the reins of 
power for a long time. That hon. gen- 
tleman (Mr. Tarte) admits that the ex- 
penditure has been large, but he has also 
stated: Wait till you see what we snail 
do next year. His policy is to get as 
much money as he possibly can and to 
expend it all. 1 am informed that at 
a banquet held last night in the Russell 
House, Ottawa, the gentleman who was 
in the seat of honor, spo.ke magnificently 
for about fifty minutes and the trend of 
his remarks was. Sir Wilfrid, Sir Wil- 
frid, take every dollar you can out of the 
treasury, and no not leave a 
cent in it, for the fellows that 
come after you. That may be all right 
for the present, but I do not think it 
will go down with Hie electorate of this 
country. (Applause). 

FHEFJSHISKTIAIj trade. 
The question of preferential trade will 
be treated of by gentlemen who arc 
better nualified to .-.peak on the subject 
than I; but. I may remark that the 
preferential trade inaugurated by these 
honorable gentlemen opposite has not 
been a success, and has entirely failed 
to benefit Cirent Britain as they say it 
was intended. Although that preferen- 
tial policy is in full force, we tind that 
of the imports coming into Canada, 7*J'/a 
per cent, still comes from the United 
Stales, and only 17% per cent, from 
limit Britain. Sir, the right honorable 
the leader of the government made a 
meat mistake when he iliil not get a 
<iuid pro quo from Croat Britain for his 
preferential trade. 1 do not believe 
that Great Britain would have objected 
to give it, and I do not believe that any- 
body in Canada would have hesitated 
to take it. (Hear, hear). 

THE PLEBISCITE HUMBUG. 
Now, Mr. Speaker, as to the plebiscite 
and the policy of the government unent 
that. It appeal's to me thai the anion 
of the government on this mutter has 
been one of the most heartless cruelty, 
and 1 cannot look on it in any other 
light. The government bad no right to 
lead the temperance people of this 
country on as they did, unless they in- 
tended to give them fair play. The' pro- 
hibitionists, whatever we may think of 
them individually, are a body of men 
who are actuated by the purest motives; 
men who have (his question at heart, 
and who firmly believe that prohibition 
would he for (ho genelit of their coun- 
try. They are actuated by no srllish 
i 'olives, and their object, in (he light 
they see it. is the welfare of the com- 
munity. Bui what have we seen? 
Those gentlemen pill their faith in tin 
government, an. I ihej believed the prom 
ises made to them lime and again, not 
ably by the premier at Winnipeg, am 

they went into tb test believing that 

if they got a majority in the country, a 
prohibition law would be enacted. But, 
sir, they were stabbed in the back by 
this government, some of the members 
of which stumped the province of Que- 
bec from one end to the other in an ef- 
fort to defeat prohibition. After the 
promises made by tlit> government to the 
prohibitionists, it was an extraordinary 
spectacle to sec several of the ministers 
attempting to defeat prohibition in their 
province. At Winnipeg the right honor- 
able the leader of the government stated: 
He would pledge his honor thai as rood 
as the Liberals came Into power In Ottawa 
they would- take a plebiscite i,T the Do- 
minion, by which (lie party would stand, 
and the will of the people would he carried 
out, even were It to cost power forever to 
the Liberal party. 

In view of what has since occurred, 
what does the minister of agriculture 
(Mr. Fisher) say to thai? Can he still 
retain his seal in the cabinet as n prohi- 
bitionist. Mini one of the very foremost 
of them? How can the honorable mem- 
ber for Guysboro' (Mr. Frascr) sit down 



as he did last night, without saying a 
word on this subject. Why, sir, if my 
memory is correct, the honorable gentle- 
man (Mr. Fraser) stood up in this house, 
his manly proportions filling the cham- 
ber, to second a prohibition resolution, 
and yet lie concluded his speech without 
ever referring to the subject, and then 
sank into an inert mass. 

Some honorable members — Ob! 
Mr. Prior — Yes, because the thought 
struck him at once- If I say a word 
about this prohibition question it may 
hurt the feelings of my honorable friend, 
the minister of public \\;orks. Sir, I am 
astonished at the conduct of the honor- 
able member (Mr. Frasor). I used to 
look upon him as a magnificent stan 
dard-bearer, a man of vast proportions 
and a living example of what a magnifi 
cent man can he grown without drinking 
beer. I have been brought up in Eng- 
land, where I was born, to think that a 
man never could he worth much unless 
he got plenty of beer when he was young 
but there is a magnificent sample of the 
contrary in the person of the honorable 
member for Cuysboro'. I hope before 
the session is over that the honorable 
gentleman (Mr. Frasor) will see his way 
to give some explanation of his conduct 
on the matter of prohibition and will not 
neglect it as he did last night. 

Mr. Fraser (Cuysboro')— I was trying 
to make an Imperial speech yesterday; 
1 could not speak on every subject. 

Mr. Prior — 1 hope that we shall hear 
from him, and that he will show some 
good reason for being silent last night. 
THE JOINT COMMISSION. 
The next matter I wish to say a few- 
words upon is the joint commission that 
has been sitting in Washington. I am 
very sorry that, the negotiations were 
not brought to a conclusion before this 
house met- However, I think it is 
hardly fair to say much about that mat- 
ter until we know what has taken place, 
which the right honorable leader of the 
government does not see lit to tell us. 
The constituency of which I have the 
honor to be one of the representatives is 
deeply concerned in the subjects of the 
Bchring Sim sealeries ami the Alaskan 
boundary. Although there were rumors 
on the Coast that our commissioners 
were going to give away our right to seal 
on the high seas, for a monetary consid- 
eration paid to the sealers for their seal- 
ing schooners, I cannot believe that is 
true. 1 sincerely hope it is not. 1 am 
one of (he strongest believers in the 
policy that if the sealers' business is 
ruined they should he compensated; but. 
sir, under no circumstances could 1 
agree to the rights of the general Cana- 
dian public to fish on the high seas being 
given up for tiny consideration what- 
ever. (Applause). In regard to rhe 
Alaskan boundary, that is a question 
which above all others should he settled. 
We are bound (o have (rouble sooner or 
later unless it is, and I feel sure that 
the honorable gentlemen who are on that 
commission will do their best to have it 
settled. At the same time 1 feel that 
they have to a certain extent given their 
case away. I remember the right hon- 
orable leader of the government getting 
up in this house and staling, or words to 
this effect, that he could not see what 
claim we could have to Skagway and 
Dyea, as they had been in the undis- 
puted possession of the Americans for 
so long a time The nffpr nf nrhitriition 
from the American commissioners was 
one which no self-respecting man or 
country could for one moment accept, 
and I am very glad to see that the hon- 
orable gentlemen opposite did not accept 
it. But 1 do think that the give-and- 
take policy of the right honorable gentle- 
man made the American commission!^ 
braver than ours. They are great 
bluffers on till occasions. If this com- 
mission meets again, as I hope il will. I 
sincerely trust thai the Alaskan bound- 
ary question will he brought to a suc- 
cessful issue for Canada.

Morning Herald prints the following: 

"Experts tell us that the team constitutes 
as strong a hutting combination as ever left 
our shores.

The 
team has to piny nbom 3(1 matches, which 
means being engaged six days In (he week. 
Dl these live are (est matches, played under 
the arrangement of the Mnryleboue Cricket 
Club at different centres In England. The 

other matches, whlis t so picturesquely 

mportant, are all against good teams, and 
in eaeli of them our men will have to meet 
some of the greatest men In England. The 
physical strain Involved Is very great 
especially when the large amount of trail! 
travelling Is taken Into consideration, 
mere Is no means of knowing whether or 
not the new men will be aide to stand 
this strain and to bowl with (heir accustom- 
ed ability and success.

MAIL ADVICES FROM SAMOA. 



•• What is tUo latest news from the 
Orient.? A rather broad question," said 
Mr. It. van Bergen, who hus spent some 
thirty years among the people across the 
Pacific, arid is now at the Driard. "Al- 
though I have been absent for some 
months, I have kept myself informed of 
the course of events, and I foresee 
trouble in the near future. To begin 
with, there is this wretched treaty, abol- 
ishing consular jurisdiction in Japan, 
going into operation on tun loth of 
July of this year. There is not one 
foreigner in Japan, regardless ot 
nationality, who does not look forward 
with dread upon the approach ot that 
date The Japanese have codes, to be 
sure, and their laws are in conformity 
to our times. But while codes may he 
translated, it is not quite so easy to 
create a bench where the laws are inter- 
preter! ami precedents are established, as 
justice or equity may demand. the 
judges of Japan are wretchedly paid. A 
salary of $300 a year is not apt to fore- 
stall ' bribery, as the recent past has 
proved. There is, moreover, no inde- 
pendence of die judiciary. The so- 
called constitutional government reads 
handsomely on paper, but is in reality 
a delusion and a snare. How can it 
exist where (lie belief in the divine 
descent of the Tenno is absolutely obli- 
gatory, and a denial involves leso 
majeste, punishable with greater sever- 
ity than murder or arson. Russia is 
another factor bent on mischief. She 
has accomplished her purpose in Man- 
churia, and is resuming her aggravating 
met bods in the Korean peninsula. The 
Itussian bear is aching to thrash the 
Japanese, and the little brown men need 
not very much provocation :.. accept tin 
challenge. I am not in love with the 
Japanese: their boundless vanity is not 
apt to make friends. Still fairness com- 
pels to give the devil his due, and small 
as they are in size, their patriotism and 
courage is beyond question. What part 
will England play in the coining strug- 
gle: Who can say? The arrival of a 
new factor upon the Oriental chess- 
board has altered circumstances very 
considerably. The attitude of Groat 
Britain during the late unpleasantness 
with Spain lias caused a high degree of 
good feeling toward the mother country 
in the United States, for which I thank 
Ood. Both nations have the same 
aspirations, the same love of liberty and 
progress, and why they should not unite 
iu the work of real civilization in such 
heathen countries as Japan. Korea and 
China, has been a puzzle to better men 
than the speaker. .May the fellow- 
low feeling of race and kindred in- 
crease! That is tin' wish of every 
American and Englishman whose lot is 
east in the Far East. 

General Manager K. <'. Hawkins of 
the White Pass it Yukon railway ar- 
rived over from the Sound by the Kini:- 
ston yesterday and is spending to-day 
at the Driard. II.' lias only recently 
returned from the scene of construction, 
and brings the good news that the work- 
ing force on the line will shortly be in- 
creased from the -loft to Tiki men kept 
busy since the strike on the 1st of March 
last', to 1,500 or 2,000. (trading is now 
completed to within a comparatively 

short distance of Bennett, and as si 

as the snow disappears —it is now going 
fast — construction will be pushed with 
renewed vigor. Laboring men accus- 
tomed to railway work would do well 
to keen this employment in view, for it 
means steady work, congenial surround- 
ings, and 30 coats per hour for the 11- 
hour working day. At the present time 
the railway is thoroughly accommodat- 
ing both passengers and freight as far 
as the track is laid and ballasted, goods! 
being delivered In Bennett 24 or 27 
hours from Kkagwny, and two passeti- 
ger trains a day— each with four or live 
coaches— having boon operated since the j 
12th ultimo. As for the mining pros- 
pects in the middle-north, Mr. Hawkins 
says that he looks upon Atlin as one of 
the most promising mining fields in all 
the w orld. The district already partially 
prospected and known to contain gold, 
covers a tract 105 miles long by fit) 
miles wide, while north of tile provincial 
boundary in the Northwest Territory of 
Canada a new stream has within the 
past few weeks been discovered, to 
which tin' excluded Americans are 
going in full force When Mr. Haw- 
kins left Skagwtiy the report was car- 
rent, there that nuggets equal to any tin' 
Eldorado or Hunker creek have yet pro- 
duced have been picked up in the 
scratching over of this new placer 
ground, where preparations are already 
On foot for development 11)1011 a system- 
atic settle. Atlin also promises extreme- 
ly well its a quartz district. At the 
Buckhorn mine a tunnel has l>een run 
in 40 feet, exposing two veins of free- 
milling gold quartz from ten inches to 
three feet in thickness that runs in value 
from $S0 to $200 per ton. This mine is 
located on the Atlin trail about six 
miles up Buckhorn creek from the fan- 
tail cut-off. It the ore holds good it is 
the purpose of the owning company just 
as soon ns navigation opens to introduce 
a stamp mill and concentrator, ami work 
the mine " for all it is worth."

Story of the Bombardment With Which 
Hostilities Opened-A Clumsy 
Sensutlonul Fake. 

A story bearing the ear-marks of a 
'• fake " was received here by the 
steamer Aorangi, from Honolulu yester- 
day. It wits to the effect that the com- 
mander of the Gorman man-of-war 
Ealke had been arrested by the British 
and American authorities at Apia, and 
was a prisoner on board II. M.-S. Por- 
poise. The story goes on to say that 
this action was taken after a conference 
between Admiral Kautz and Captain 
Sturdee, who were convinced that the 
German bail been supplying anus to 
Mataafa and his followers. This is a 
clumsy invention to publish now, after 
the cable litis brought detailed reports 
from Samoa of proceedings up to a later 
date, showing that ■ no such incident 
could have occurred. 

Somewhat more reliable news is con- 
tained in the Suva papers received by 
the Aorangi. They contain the details 
of the lighting between the Anglo- 
American ami Mataafa forces, the news 
of which was received by cable. The 
otllcers of the collier Taviuni, which ar- 
rived at Suva previous to the departure 
id' the Aorangi, told the following story: 
"The Taviuni arrived off Apia on 
March 10 in the early morning, and 
front search-lights playing round the 
beach from the men-of-war we at once 
knew there was something unusual 
going 011. When steaming into the har- 
bor at a. in., the big guns were tiring 
from the warships Porpoise, Royalist 
and Philadelphia, the Ealke not taking 
any part whatever. We were stopped 
by one of the officers of the Porpoise, 
who came out to meet us iu one of that 
ship's boats, telling ns at the same time 
that serious lighting was going on. We 
at once dropped anchor outside the line 
of lire, to await instructions, as wo had 
coal on board for both the Royalist and 
1 'orpoise. 

" Every place was closed on shore, 
and as the town might be destroyed at 
any minute, all white people called to 
take up their quarters on board the dif- 
ferent warships. We managed at last 
to get 2.'i Solomon island hoys, after a 
few hours' hunting around Malietoa 
camp, to come 011 board, so we started 
coaling the Royalist at 11 a. 111., and fin- 
ished toward dusk, then stea 1 closer 

to shore ami coaled the Porpoise till 
night and part of the next forenoon. 
While coaling the Porpoise she was 
shelling the bush part of Apia during 
the whole night, and the shots from 
the natives' rides ashore were striking 
the Porpoise and Taviuni. which made 
all people come from the deck. I may 
state that, the Taviuni had between 00 
and 70 refugees living on board for 
two (lays and two nights, who were very 
thankful for the way in which they 
were treated. 

"The Taviuni left Apia on March 19, 
and up till that time three sailors from 
the Itoynlist were killed, one from the 
Philadelphia, and several wounded. The 
Taviuni brings on to Suva hospital two 
sailors from the Royalist, both being 
shot through the Io.l's. 

Mataafa's men lost, so far as could 
he ascertained, between 200 and ollll 
natives. I'p till our time of sailing the 
liring was just going on the same as on 
our arrival. Between .'HI and 40 de- 
cayed hoilies were found behind the 
British consul's house on Friday morn- 
ing. Mataafa's side not being able to 
carry elf their dead. Serious fighting 
is expected, as the natives from outlying 
islands are arriving in thousands for 
either side. There is some talk of shell- 
ing the Tivoli hotel. German linns' 
property, and several other prominent 
buildings where natives are supposed to 
be in hiding," 

As a si^'ii of the feeling in Australia, 
Fiji and New Zealand over affairs in 
Samoa, it may be suited that when the 
news was received an agitation was 
started to send forces from the colonies 
to aid the Anglo-American forces, and 
on the British warships that sailed tin' 
citizens scut arms anil ammunition, so 
that the Britishers in Apia could he 
a rinod. 

The Aorangi brought details of the ac- 
tion of the volcano Kilaueu. The first 
disturbance occurred the last of March, 
and did not seem to be a breaking out 
of the slumbering fire, but rather a cav-

ing in of the floor of the great crater. 
By a peculiar freak of nature the crater 
was floored over by lava. Early on the 
morning of March 2'.i, there was, a rum- 
bling sound from the mountain, followed 
by great clouds of dust and smoke. Down 
the mountaiu side came an avalanche of 
rocks and dirt, burying the vegetation 
for some distance from the edge of the 
crater. Later in the day and at subse- 
quent intervals during the week that fol- 
lowed, prolonged rumbling was heard 
without any noticeable disturbance of 
the earth. An investigation disclosed 
the fact that a hole more than 200 feet 
in diameter had been made in the floor 
of the crater by the crust giving way. 
An attempt was made to ascertain the 
depth of the hole, but nothing definite 
could be learned. 

The island of Nilhnu belonging to the 
Hawaiian group has been leased by Sen- 
ator Henry Waterhouse for 50 years 
and will he turned into a sugar planta- 
tion. Nilhnu lies 15 miles from the 
shore of Kauai. It is 20 miles long by 
7 broad, and contains an area of 07 
square miles, or 70,000 acres. Some 30,- 
000 sheep, 1,000 head of cattle and about 
50 head of horses graze upon the island. 
Ten thousand acres of fine land may be 
put into sugar without interfering with 
the grazing district.

The scene of action shifts from the 
king's palace to the office of the state 
treasurer, with its rilled safe; theme 
to the royal yacht, on which the treas- 
urer Itees tin- kingdom and is ship- 
wrecked; again to the dark forests ol 
Samoa, where the fugitive evades pur- 
suing justice; and hack again to Ills 
Majesty's palace for the sad tiuale— the 
monarch announcing the postponement 
of the wedding joys to his weeping 
fiancees, for the good and valid reason 
that lie has "gone broke" and cannot 
afford one to say nothing of a pair of 
wives. 

Tlie only improvement that could be 
suggested, apparent l,v. in the arrange- 
ment of the incidents in this accidental 
comedy of statecraft, love and finance, 
would be for the treasurer to have stolen 
one of the prospective brides and thus 
have saved the merry monarch from a 
somewhat awkward dilemma. 

The whole situation is irresistibly 
reminiscent of the play of action in 
" The Gondoliers," and in accordance 
with the advice of the personages in 
peaceful Hnraturia, it. may he well " in 
a contemplative fashion " _ to try to 
" solve the complicated plot." 

To begin with, Barutariu — or rather 
Tonga— is practically bankrupt The 
natives arc stated lo be largely indebted 
to a financial ami commercial linn, and 
this linn seeks to induce thl king to dis- 
miss his prime minister. The prime 
minister sees no especial advantage 
accruing from occupying the post of 
buffer to the throne, ami himself resigns. 
Naturally the king refuses to accept the 
lesignat ion. 

This is the first act of the drama, 
which may hear the heading, " State- 
craft," 

The second act is a curious admixture 
of love and lucre. His Majesty lias 
reaclitd that age of discrete r indis- 
cretion when he cogitates that it is not 
good for man to lie alone, and finally 
resolves upon taking to himself a royal 
helpmeet. Then arises a difficulty— for 
the king's fancy turns to two maidens, 
both of whom are passing fair, and be- 
tween whom there is little choice. His 
Majesty's mighty brain is thoroughly 
sufficient for tin- emergency— he decides 
to take both, one bride being catalogued 
as " hanioa. a woman of Biba " (which 
has a curious Biblical sound about in; 
ami Lite oilier Fiilunia of Tonga, the 
daughter of Ktibti, minister-general of 
police. 

Then into the clear sky of love anil 
happiness nunc the linaueial clouds. 
The treasury, which was thought to 
contain a. large amount of monty, is dis J 
covered to he empty, and as a eonse- 
Hiience the salaries of officials have not 
been paid for months. 'J£\\o treasury at 
llnapai is minus the sum of £8,000, 
which was supposed to be securely locked 
UP. and the unlive treasurer., who had n 
key of the safe, is found to have helped 
himself, not only to the money of the 
king, but also to the royal yacht, on 
which he hopes to reach Samoa. 

That the action of the comedy-drama i 
may not. lag, there is then the exciting 
by-incident of the pursuit to Samoa of 
the defaulting treasurer, who got away 
with the King's yacht but ran it mi a 
reef— the capture of the double-dyed 
thief near Apia— his escape from iin'in- 
sectire native gnol. anil his (light, into: 
the forest -and the return lo Tonga i 
empty-handed of the minister of police, 
who naturally feels nn especial personal 
interest in the ease hy reason of I he 

prospective luiitrin inl alliance in 

which his daughter mid the king are to 
Lake principal parts. 

Acl III. is lamentably weak, as the 
see in; of the unfortunate king sorrow- 
fully repudiating ilie fulfil nl of his 

aiitc-mutrimouial vows, on the ground 
of poverty, is neither an heroic nor a 
cheerful tableau to precede the descent 
of the final curtain -especially mil when 

one considers how little in the lii I' 

milliners' or dressmakers' bills marriage 
in Tonga involves, and therefore how 
utterly pitiful must he His Majesty's 
plight. 

And after nil this breathless narrative 
ol' love ami intrigue, li nance, dishonesty 
ami linir-hrcitdili escapes, t i )( , Tonga <i»r- 
responilenl of Hie Sydney Morning Her- 
ald naively remarks: 

"The residents of Tonga consider the 
presenl the wannest season for thirty 
years past."

"h'rotn the number of miners who have 
boon lo our establishment to enquire 
after the iron boxes we would place the 
figure at .Soil, 111)11,111)11." is the statement 
made by l he linn. "'We have made ninny 
inquiries about this matter from miners 
who have visited us and in thai, way 
made up the estimate." 

h. It. Fulda, of the Alaska Commercial 
Company, who just arrived down from 
the north, says that the output will he 
$40,000,000. lie has visited the entire 
country in the vicinity of Dawson in the 
capacity of manager for the big San 
Km arisen company and bis figures are 
from personal observation. 

G. C. Sanford, of Green Lake, Seattle, 
ami II. King, of San Francisco, also de- 
le hire .$40,000,000 us the proper figure for 
the Klondike output. They think the 
i rich bench claims will add many million 
'to the (Meek lied output. The gold will 
I be distributed more than last year on 
J this account. 

Doctor's Golden Dream. 
! Dr. Martin Datuourette, of Butte, 
Montana, and Denver. Colorado, an- 
nounces himself one of the luckiest men 
in the north. Through the chance 
| friendship of a couple of Ohilcat river 
I Indians, he says, he was taken to one 
of tlie richest gold deposits in the whole 
| Alaskan const country. The Indians 
passed his cabin very much fatigued 
I from ti long' trip in the mountains. The 
' physician invited them into his cabin for 
the night and fed them well. In return 
for such an unexpected welcome the In- 
dians told him of a wonderful discovery 
they had made a few weeks before in the 
hills, Thev led him to n hidden gulch 
which they called Skookmn und told the 
physician to dig anywhere and he would 
ire! g-nld. A few feet from the surface 
he began to get rich colors and long 
before there was any indication of bed- 
rock the great worth of the diggings was 
proven. Several large nuggets were 
found. The Indians took the Doctor 
further into the mountains until they 
came to it hike which was fed by a large 
stream. The Indians called this Siecia. 
They got around n 60-foot waterfall and 
cunio to two more small streams. All 
of these were prospected and everywhere 
many evidence of rich gold deposits 
were found.

The news that President McKinlcy bad 
appointed William B, Samson postmaster 
at. Skugway with n salary of $1,500 a 
year ami several "trimmings" brought 
renewed hope to an unfortunate sick man 
in a Seattle hospital.

Now Sberpy is going to let the office take 
care of itself. Sampson's bondsmen re- 
fuse to go on his new bond and the sick 
man therefore bus a great deal of trouble 
ahead. The Skugway- Atlin Budget 
after charging corruption to the fourth, 
assistant postmaster-general says: 

"Alaska is a regular offal dump for 
broken down political henchmen; it al- 
ways has been, and always will be un- 
til the people take a stand and call u halt 
in some manner. The idea, of one man. 
almost ready for the grave, being able 
to saddle himself on a public office in 
face of a general protest, is ridiculous. 
Yet here we have practically a corpse 
for a postmaster, and his superior has 
re-appointed him. Investigation by 
a special officer does no good whatever, 
petitions are useless, and the only thing 
for Skagwny to do now, is to act inde- 
pendently i>r the government."

A government vessel, 
it is expected, could he arranged for to 
carry the ['resident north. At Skugway 
a run lo the summit of While Pass on a 
special train has been offered by the 
White i'ass & Yukon railroad.

The fight between Dick Case of Seattle 
and Merrill Barnes of Australia which 
was pulled off at Skagwny on April 0th. 
resulted in n victory for Case. He clearly 
outclassed Barnes and could have ended 
the contest in the first round. No great 
punishment was dealt out.

I An almost incredible story of Indian 
superstition is told by late arrivals from 
Ahousetl. a small West Coast village 
less than a hundred miles from Vic- 
toria.
